MEN BUSY 


KEEP THESE 


There is a particular reason at this 
time why money bylaws providing tor 
street improvement should be passed, 
aside from the fact that the improve- 
ments which are scheduled to be car- 
ried through in Edmonton next year 
would be worth more than they will 
cost, in use and appearance. 

This class of work offers the maxi- 
mum amount of eniployment for the 


unskilled laborer; the man who has 
nothing to “sell” but his physical 


strength, and who must sell this with 
regularity if he is to live and maintain 
a purchasing power that will make him 
a factor in the business life of the com- 
munity. 

In the erection of a building, the in- 
stallation of new machinery, and the 
carrying on of other more or less tech- 
nical operations, the skilled artisan or 
mechanic is the one who benefits, The 
man who has not the technical training 
that is necessary is not wanted on the 
job, would be useless there, and is not 
employed there. 

It is the unskilled man who is suf- 
fering most acutely at the present 
through the substitution of machinery 
for hand-labor, ‘The combine harvester 
has chased the farm hand off the farm, 
and into the city. The power shovel has 
chased him off the excavation job in 
the city. Even the hod-carrier has had 
to give way to the electric hoist. Almost 
wherever he turns, the man who is not 
specially trained is confronted by a ma- 
chine which can do his work and do it 
cheaper than he can. 

But a man who knows nothing about 
machinery or building can handle a 
pick and shovel, and help to grade a 
street or spread gravel or lay paving. 
Technical training is not required for 
this work, and skilled men do not or- 
dinarily engage in it. Here, if any- 
where, the man who has no. trade 
qualification can look for a chance to 
earn a living. ‘ 

There are hundreds of such men in 
Edmonton today. They have been en- 
abled to live during the past summer 
largely because street work was avail- 
able. Their wages have been spent in 
the stores of the city, and had they not 
been present or not been employed 
regularly, business conditions would 
have been far less satisfactory than they 
have been 

What is to become of these men if 
there is not a considerable amount of 
street improvement carried on in Ed- 
monton next summer’? It is useless to 
tell them to go elsewhere, for conditions 
elsewhere are just as they are in Ed- 
monton. And if they go elsewhere, Ed- 
monton would lose the benefit it can 
get through providing them with work 
such as they can do, such as ought to be 
done, and such as will have to be done 
in any event in the near future. 


WHY THE VANDALISM? 


The popularity of Hallowe'en has 
suffered a rather heavy slump in Ed- 
monton a8 the result of some occur- 
rences on Friday evening. The house- 
holders of this city are more than com- 
monly generous in their views as to 
what is permissable on the annual night 
when witches fly and strange things 
happen. But the line of tolerance has 
to be drawn at such proceedings as 
placing barricades on public highways, 
tearing up traffic signs breaking win- 
dows and smashing street lights. 

These obviously are not the playful 
pranks of children. They are acts of 
vandalism, perpetrated by youths or 
“reds” old enough te know better. They 
exhibit a disregard that is complete 
if it is not malicious—-for the rights of 
other people, for public property, and 
for human life. They are expressions 
of self-granted immunity from the re- 
Straints of social usage, of defiance of 
the law, and of contempt for the police. 

Hallowe'en is past. Nothing can 
now be done to prevent the outbreak. 
Perhaps little can be done in the way 
of rounding up the offenders and pun- 


ishing them. But the public and the 
authorities have been given something 
to think about. Was this outhreak 


merely an isolated instance in which 
which youthful exuberance ran away 
with good manners and judgment: or 
does it proclaim a growing tendency to 
lawlessness, disregard of private rights 
and sheer indifference to public inter- 
ests”?

A GENERAL RUNS AMOK 


General Crogjer, who commanded a 
British division when the Allies’ line 
was pushed back by the great German 
offensive, sent a Boston audience into 
ecstacics when he declared that in the 
event of another war “all the politi- 


cians, diplomats, kings and rulers” 
should be sent into the front line 
trenches. 


Chat is the sort of libellous non- 
sense in which pacifist orators appar- 
ently find it congenial and profitable 
to trade in these piping times of peace- 
at-any-price talk. When it comes from 
a man who commanded a section of the 
Allied line at a critical time, it sug- 
gests that if the worthy General had 
no more sense on the battlefield than 
he displays on the lecture platform the 
wonder is that the German drive was 
ever stopped. 

If General Crozier means anything, 
he means that “politicians, diplomats, 
kings and rulers” were to blame for the 
great war; and that there is not much 
to choose in the matter of responsi- 
bility between the politicians, diplomats, 
kings and rulers of the Allied countries 
and those of the enemy states. That is 
as far from the facts as senility can 
well carry any supposedly informed per- 
son. 

The great war was made in Ger- 
many, planned as a stroke of national 
policy, and launched when the time 
seemed favorable for success; and 
would the General tell us what Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, or King George, for exam- 
ple, did or left undone that brought 
about the horror?

Health and Diet Advice

DIET AND EXERCISES FOR HEART TROUBLES 

It does not matter very much what form of heart trouble is present. 
The dieting regimen seems to prove beneficial whether one has leaky 
valves, enlargement of the heart, dilation, endocarditis, fatty heart, an- 
gina pectoris or rapid heart, I have seen thousands of presumably in- 
curable cases recover by following a simple regimen. 

At the start of the treatment you should thor- 
oughly cleanse the stomach and intestines of all 
food materials. This will not only reduce the gas 
pressure, but will cause the elimination of mueh 
toxic material from the body, a four or five days’ 
frult fast often proving beneficial. During the 
fruit juice fast and about a month longer a plain 
warm water enema should be used daily to lessen the

the fast because he feels weak, as he invariably feels stronger at the end 
of a short period without eating heavy foods and the hart will be able to 


function more efficiently, 
owing this fast the diet 


quality and quantity of food. Three 
small meals daily should be used, 
keeping the quantity of food to the 
minimum of the body's require- 


ments. All foods which you may 
find gassy, such as onions, turnips, 
garlic, cabbage, dried beans, etc., 
should be avoided, and for some 
time it is better to climinate all 
Sugars and heavy starch foods, 

In some cases the fruit julce fast 
may be followed by a milk diet, as 
this seems to allay the inflammation 
which may be present in the intes- 
tinal tract and in this way reduces 
the flatulent tendency. I do not 
advise staying in bed except in the 
most acute forms of heart trouble. 
Carefully regulated exercise can be 
used, if one first takes this fasting 
treatment, and is really necessary 
for treating any form of heart de- 
rangement, The exercise should 
consist of calisthenics taken mostly 
in the horigontal position while ly- 
ing on the floor, In addition to 
these exercises walks should be 
taken each day. Of course, with 
both exercises artd walks it is very 
important to begia gradually and 
increase the amount slowly so as 
not to strain the heart. You should 
always rest if you feel the heart be- 
g’n to pound, or notice any indica- 
tions of overwork, 

Exercise is important as the heart 
is an organ composed of muscle and 
like any other muscle in the body 
it can be strengthened by properly 
regulated exercises.

are employed in the industries pro- 
ducing them This would induer 
many gradually to leave those tn- 
dustries and would restrain others 
from entering 

2. Scheduling technical improve- 
ments in such a manner as to 
minimize the displacement of labor 
The gradual introduction ot 
mechanical changes would lessen 
the strain at any one time. More- 
over, the increase fo the rate of 
change during periods of prosperiiy 
would not affect employment as 
injuriously as during periods of c- 
pression, 

3. Not engaging new workers dur- 
ing the process of technical im- 
provement, thus allowing the 
natural attrition of the working 
foree through death, retirement 
and voluntary separation to absorb 
some of the slack and thus lessen 
the number who would have to be 
laid off. ‘This has been the method 
followed by the Baltimore & Ohlo 
Railroad, 

4. Establishing an efficient sys- 
tem of public employment offices 
which would help to find jobs for 
the displaced workers in other in- 
dustries 

5. Providing adequate facilities to 
retrain displaced workers so that 
they might more easily transfer 
themselves to other industries 

6, Paying a dismissal wage to 
those who have been forced out of 
employment through no fault of 
their own, Hart, Shaffner & Marx, 
for example, paid $500 to each of 
nearly 300 cutters who left the In- 
dustry because improvements had 
lessened the need for them, The 
United States Rubber Company has 
also paid a dismissal wage of one 
week's pay for every year of em- 
ployment to employes displaced be 
cause of the closing down of their 
New Haven and Hartford plants 
Other firms have also paid a dis- 
missal wage, and still others ar:
